Ottawa, Nov. 13.— The Governor Gen- 
oral's refusal to extend his patronage to tho 
performance of the "Moaoot" by amateurs is 
tho principal topic of conversation in tho 
city. Tho kdiea of the Grace Church 
guild, who arranged the jierforiunuce, aro 
greatly indignant, hut say they have ob- 
tained the biggest free advertisement it is 
possible to get. In bis letter of rofueal, tho 
Governor General assigns no reasons, In- 
quiry at Rideaa Hall to-day as to the views 
held by the Governor General, with refer- 
ence to llioatrioil entortainniejits in behalf 
of church purposes, elicited, it is iinder- 
atood, from reliable sources, that Hia Ex- 
cellency considers that, in each caao wliere 
Bueli cases come up for consideralioo, spe- 
cial Btrees ought to bo laid upon tho point 
ua to whether there is practical unanimity 
on tlic pun of tlie copf^'rogation interested. 
Any proeopilin(;, however unohjectional)!e 
in itBi.-lf, iliut uiiuht lead to a division in a 
ooDgreg.aien wouhl involvo a serious draw- 
back wliich miglit. justly be regarded 
A3 siiDicifut to make any such method of 
raising money in that particular Ciso un- 
desirable. Of course, it is assumed lliat 
care would ho taken to secure that tho 
piece auggeated for performance would be 
absolutely unoiijootionablc from the point 
of view of good taste and high tono and, 
indeed, without reference to tho particular 
purpose for which any theatrical represen- 
tation may bo given. Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen's opinion ia that tho drama is so 
important an inatitution and alForda bo wide 
a scope for interesting and suitable recre- 
ation that it ia moat deairablo that it should 
be au niuoh ua poaaiblo kept free from the 
objectiunsble elomenta, which havo so often 
been imported into it, and which huvo 
oauseu many thoughtful people to regard 
the theatre with misgiving and even disap- 
proval.

^NEWFOUNDLAND rOLITlCS. 

The Government Kxpected to Introduce Kc- 
solutions Favorable to Confederation 
AVlien the Uoase lleata. 

St. .Johns, Md, Nov. 13.— AU the elec- 
tion returns in Twillingate elected three 
members, returning one Government and 
two Opposition. Lessor, one of these, re- 
ceived only three votes above the Govern- 
ment candidate. St. Barbo'a and St. George's 
were each won by the Government. The 
next legislature will consist of tweoty-four 
Government and twelve Opposition sup- 
porters. As four of the Government mem- 
bers will requh-e re-eleotion on their accept- 
ance of office and their emolument, tho Op- 
position will contest these seats and hope to 
win two of these. The belief is general 
here now that the Government will intro- 
duce resolutions next session fovorablo to 
confederation with Canada. Tho (iovcrn- 
meot Bupportera are largely in favor of such 
'utiona, and they are likely to pass. If 
the (|uestinn were submitted to the people 
for ducision at tho polls, it is doubtful if 
they would receive eudoraomoat. 



Paris to-day: " I should not be a bit sur- 
prised if Admiral Mello began the rcvolu 
tion on his own aoaount. He has no sup- 
port iu tho country, and has obtained no 
money from persona in the repnblia Hence, 
when he opened hia hostilities, he must 
hove been supplied with funds by monarch- 
ist committees in London and Paris. His 
go-between in such transactions is Hermano 
Kamos, one of hia rolativea. If any proof 
wore wanted of Mollo's monarchist aiiilia- 
tiona. Ills nomination of Silvir Martina oa 
foreign minister of tlie provisional govern- 
mont ought to bo auflioient. Alartina head- 
ed the revolution in South Brazil aomo 
months since, with the oxprees object of re- 
storing tho monarchy. Tho return to tho 
monarchy ia impossible, however, in liru/.il. 
If Mello shouhl take Rio Janeiro and try to 
rcsloro tlie old Imperial family, all tho rich- 
oat provinces would declare themselves in- 
dependent states under tho republicnn 
forma of govornincut. The rich provinces 
havo prospered greatly under tho republic. 
The restoration of tlie monarohy would 
;;ause a decline in prosperity, and they 
would rofuae to make aacrifioe."

A WEONG DONE. 

Queen Liliuokalaui linproperlyTreated 
and Her Grievances Must 
Be Eodressed. 

Kuiiior at Wasbins'tou That the Mon- 
archy Was Restored on 
Friday Last. 

Washington, Nov. 13.— A gentleman not 
allowed to speak ex cathedra for the admin- 
istration on the Hawaiian situation told the 
United Press reporter to-day that when all 
tho facta in connection with the policy out- 
lined in Secretary Gresham'a letter wore 
mado public, there would be a revulsion of 
tho present popular criticism of the admin- 
istration's OOnrsc, and that many of 
those who aro now engaged in making 
bitter comments on the President's inten- 
tion would be obliged to admit that the 
restoration of Queen Llliuokalani is neces- 
sary to aatiafy the domanda of right and 
justice. " I do not know positively," eaid 
this gentleman, " whether or not it ia the 
intention to mako public Minister lilounl'a 
report ; but, if that be done, 1 can assure 
you that the people will see the wisdom ond 
foresight of Mr. "Cleveland and Mr. 
Greaham in doing as they havo done. 

The oriticiama of tho newepapera were 
aimply baaed upon what tho Secretary of 
State aaid in hia noto to tho Preaident, 
without the kuuwlodgo of the facta by which 
Mr. Greaham was guided in giv 
ing hia viuwa. He considered tho 
whole matter carefully, judicially and 
diapassionatoly, and he waa forced to the 
one and only conclusion that a wrong had 
been done in displacing Queen Liliuokalani, 
and that it ahould bo righted. 

A rumor How about tho Navy department 
thia afternoon to tho ellect that Liliuoka 
lani had been ro-eatabliahed upon her tlirono 
last Friday, but it is difiioult to gueea 
how it can have any baaia of fact, in 
view of tho sailing of tho steamer 
China on tho lltli inntant, unless some one 
who arrived on the China this morning waa 
acquainted with Minister Willis' pro- 
gramme and all the information was for- 
warded to Washington. 

CANADIAN NEWS. 



MONARCHY IN BRAZIL. 

The Kebelllon a Serious Uovrment, but the 
Restoration of the Braganzas Im- 
possible. 

Pauls, Nov. 13.— The representative in 

thia city of the United Preaa to-day had on 
interview with liiron I'cnedo, who waa 
I3raziliua minister to tho United Slates for 
several years, during the regime of the Em- 
peror Dom Pedro. Baron Ponedo dieclaimc'd 
all knowledge of tho niovementa or policy of 
Admiral Mc-Uo, wlio ia in cdinniaiid of the 
rcliol Unizilii.n Ihiet, and said that ho had 
no infornuti'in as to tlic truth or falsity of 
tho reports that the object of tho rebellion 
was lo rcstoro tho monarchy in Hnizil. Ho 
added that the rel)tlli(.n was no chiUl's play; 
nu the CDUtrarj', it was a scriii'.is movemiinl. 
It W!i3 dillicult to foraeo what the issue 
would be. Admiral Mello ai)pearod to poa- 
8083 the sinews of war, although Ihiron Pe- 
nedo declared that he could not aay where 
he obtained them. Unlike Preaident Poix- 
oto, the insurgents havo no stale Ircusury 
at their disposal, yet they aro spending 
large sums of money. Baron Penodo fur- 
ther said that he knew Admiral Mello, and 
considered him strong intellectually and 
tenacious of purpose. He is a good man, 
the Baron coaduded, and he knows just ex- 
actly what he is doing. He is not the sort 
of a man to embark upon a chimerical enter- 
prise. 

London, Nov. 13. — Members of tho Bra- 
zilian legation here have heard nothing from 
Rio -Janeiro uo lo President Peixoto'a reviv- 
ing martial lnw or Admiral Mollo's prepar- 
ing 1(1 lMiml).u-d the cily again. They dis- 
credit the current reports on both Bubjoota, 
A dispatch from i'.ais suys that the Bra- 
zilian miniHler there declined to mako any 
slatenient as lo his latest advicLS from Kio 
Jaiiioro. A, N. Feito/.'.i, socrotiiry of the 
legation in Paris said to day that ho dis- 
creiiitod the ropnrls of Admiral Mi:]l.,'s ro- 
ci'iving liiiuncial uiil from llie (Jminnt- d'hjU, 
Dom I'edro'ii son-in-law. " All the Orleans 
princes aro skiiilllnta," said Scuor Peitoaa, 
" The Duo do Nemoura, Count d'Eu'w father, 
would never advance hia eon money vrith 
which lo attempt the conqnest of Brazil. 1 
am cnnvinoed that tho Count haa no hopca 
of tho rcatoration of tho Empire,"

WA.siiiNdTO.N-, Nov. 13 — Tho President 
and Secretary Greaham have, within tho 
past few days, received several letters from 
prominent merchants on the Paoiflo Coast, 
making inquiries as to what action had been 
taken by tho Government to carry ont the 
proviniona of the Paris tribunal in the Beh- 
ring Sea cases. A representative of these 
commercial interests had an interview with 
the President and Hocrotary Grcshani to- 
day, in which he urged immediate action by 
this Government. He stated that tho fleet 
of sealing achaoners— British Columbian and 
American— aro preparing for next season's 
work, wdiilo others uro already on their way 
lo S:ui Prancisco to lay in suppliea of pro- 
viBinns, ammunition and nela. The Beh- 
ring Soa sealing Hoot ia composed of about 
I.'id of the tinost schoonera ulloat, employing 
from twenty to fifty men eiicli, an<l currying 
from tivo to twenlj small boats for seal- 
ing purposea, The amount of money tied 
up in them ia very laruc and the uncertain- 
ty aa to next year'a operationa ia giving 
much concern to thoao engaged iu the mer- 
cantile and marine trade on the Pacifio 
Coast, Ic waa reported to the President 
that as far aa known no action had been 
taken by hia Government to obtain the con- 
currence of tho other Governments to the 
Bohring Sea agreement, and without such 
concurrence Behring Sea would be thrown 
open to the vessels of all the other nations 
except tho United States and Great Britain, 
and tho preservation of seal life and the 
United States property interests in the seals 
destroyed without benefit to this Govern- 
ment. It was also pointed out to the Presi- 
dent that unless the concurrence of the 
other nations fvere obtained the probabili- 
ties were very strong that the veasels which 
thia year floated the Stars and Stripes and 
the Union Jack would next year sail under 
tho flags of Germany, France, Italy or 
Japan. The Preaident promiaed to give the 
aubject his peraonal attention aa soon as 
other pressing matters were disposed of. 

CHICAGp REPROVED. 

Editor Stead on the Bforal Depravity of tiie 
Great AVestern City. 

CiiiOAOO, Nov. 13.— Wm. T. Stead, the 
London editor, addressed a large audience 

at Central Music Hall thia afternoon. He 
aaid : "If Christ ahould come to Chicago 
was thern anything they would wish to have 
altered V He had been weighed down as 
he had gone through the atreela of the city 
and mingled with ita teeming thousands by 
one thought : "I am so aorry for Christ — I 
am so sorry for him." He added ; "Hia 
heart is full of eadnesa as oura cannot be. 
Ho knowa all and bears all. It is not the 
cross of wood ho boro that gives him pain, 
hut the ono which you are fashioning here 
in Chicago for him and we in London. You 
are crucifying him from day to day. The 
idea of asking Christ what ho would think 
of Chicago if he were here now." 

Koferring lo tho Harrison street police 
station as a lodging place for the unem- 
ployed, he aaid it was a disreputable place, 
where the foul-nioutbed and guilty corrupt 
those who are comparatively innocent and 
make a little hell for them. " When those 
who are out of work seek for lodging in this 
state they aro thrown in among these 
orealurea and are chock by jowl with the 
scrapings of your cily I thought it a crime 
to send unemployed men there to sleep." 
Passing to the moral government of Chicago, 
Mr. Stead said he was pleased with the way 
tho ohurchea had taken hold of the ques- 
tions alleoting gambling houses and other 
low places. Mr. Stead repeated with dra- 
matic eifeiSt tho story told him on a previous 
night by a woman in a house of ill-fame.

BRAZIL'S IIYELY WAR. 



Heavy Fifflitiiifr Bi'tM-een the Rebela 
and GoveniiuHut Troops -Revo- 
lutionary Ailvauccs. 



BotU Siaea Pi-ocuvinsr Warships Abroad 
—Soldiers Being; Enlisted in 
the United States. 



Montevideo, Nov. 13.— Word baa been 
received from Bio that all the banks were 
oleaed on Saturday and the biihbardinent 

renewed. There was some heavy fighting 
between the rebel forces and loyal troops at 
Nictheroy. The firo from the fort finally 
sanlta rebel torpedo boat, though not before 
the insurgoiita' guns had infliotel consider- 
able damage on Nictheroy. A Republican 
newspaper at Rio reports that the Federal 
troops wore defeated in Marciio Lopez. The 
British ooiibuI liere bus advised shipping in- 
terests that all goods now in the harbor, 
either on ships or lighters, will hereafter bo 
protected by the coniniundora of foreign 
warships. The revolutioniata have gained a 
foothold on land in the suburb of Carettu 
and hold it in spite of considerable skirmish- 
ing. 

BALTlMOiiE, Nov. i;>, — PreaidoutPeixoto, 
of Brazil, has un agent in this city actively 
engaged in enlisting men for service in the 
ormy of Brazil. One well-known young 
man was invested with a lieutenant's com- 
niiasion, and another, who has seen service 
as an officer of the Guatemalan cavalry, 
has a like proposittgn wilder considerfttiou. j 

BeKUN, Nov. 13.— Reports that Presi- 
dent Feixoto, of Brazil, is endeavoring to 
purchase war vessels in Germany, n ceived 
partial confirmation to-day when it was an- 
nounced that Peixoto has succeeded in pur- 
chasing five warships from the Schielmk 
ahipbuilding yard, near D.uitzig. Tlie vea- 
aels purchased are fust twin Borow torpedo 
boats capable of ateiuiiiiig twenty-eight knots 
per hour. 

London, Nov. l.'i —It, is learned on good 
authority that a well known Koglish retired 
naval ollicer is forming u small fleet of 
cruisers and torpedo boat a in lOoglund, in 
command of which ho intends to proceed to 
the assistance of Admiral Mello. Ho has 
already purchased two ships which he has 
fitted up as cruisers, and is negotiating with 
leading Thamoa shipbuilders for two tor- 
pedo boats. Several English n»val offioers 
are preparing to accompany the expedition. 

New York, Nov. l.'i. — Now VorU harbor 
is tho toeno of war preparations of a magni- 
tude not seen in this country since the war 
of tho rebellion, and when the formidable 
fleet now being fitted up here by President 
Peixoto of the Brazilian republic arrives at 
Rio de Janeiro it is probable that the in- 
surgents under Admiral Mello will bo 
brought to terms without the necessity of 
doing anything more than making a display 
of the formidable armament. The fleet con- 
sists oi the steamer El Gid, armed with the 
terrible 15-inoh dynamite «!un; EI Bio, of 
the Morgan line, which has been fitted out 
08 a cruiser; the Destroyer, carrying her 
famous submarine gun, capable of destroying 
with a single shot, if it should happen to hit, 
the largest ship ever built ; a Yarrow 
torpedo bout, and three steam yachts fitted 
out as torpedo boats. Tho iniurrection is 
fostered by the Count d'l^u, of the former 
Imperial house of Brazil, whose moilier 
twice acted as regent of that country during 
the absence of the late Emperor. Other 
members of tho royal house with European 
connections have ^ont rib'iftiB'd liberally of 
their funds for the overthrow of the Repub- 
lican Government. Such action is an in- 
fringement cf the Monroe doctrine, and in 
case the fleet which is about sail fuila to put 
down tho mutiny, it is possible Secretary 
Gresham will interpose a veto on the in- 
trigues of the Imperiitlists. There are al- 
ready several United States ships in Brazil- 
ian wa'era, and the New York is likely to 
be ordered South at any time. 

BARCELONA'S BOUB THROWERS. 

ArrestB of AsareblBts Snspeete'l of Complicity 
—The Whole Bnsiness Planned by a 
Central Coxunlttee. 

Barcklon.v, Nov. l.'i — Aragon, a French 
anarchist, one of tlie men arrested on sus- 
picion of being connected with the outrage 
at the Liceo theatre, turns out to bo a friend 
of Pallas, the anarchist executed for at- 
tempting the life of Gen. Martinez Campos. 
Thes lodging of the French anarchist were 
searched shortly afier the arrest and photo- 
graphs of the Chicago anarchists and other 
anarchistic prints were found. The police 
also seized documents which led them to be 
licve the bomb- throwers were leagued with 
a gang of thieves, as when the panic-strick- 
en audience escaped from the theatre on the 
night of the "xploaion, numerous attempts 
to snatoh jewelry, purses, etc., were made. 
So much alarm has been caused among the 
theatre- going public by the disaster at the 
Liceo theatre that places of amusement 
have been almost deserted ever since. 

Paris, Nov. Hi — A high Spanish ofEcial 
has arrived hero on a tpecial mission con- 
nected with the recent dynamite bomb out- 
rage at Barcelona. Several arrests of 
French anarchists (m.Hp>'cted of complicity 
in the I.,icco ihcatre explosion are expected. 
It is believed that an investigation will re- 
sult in diHolosures allowing that llio anarch- 
ists of Kuropi! are ucting in cunHTt, and 
that all the recent dynaniite outragca mid 
conspiracica had been carefully planned by a 
central committee, whose headquarters are 
not yet located. 

CUBAN DISQUIET. 

A Ecbelllou Afraliist the (lovernnioiit \\ ell 
Under Way. 

Nkw YoHlc, Nov. 1.'!. — Leader.^ of the 
Cuban revolutionary party in this city nay 
they have private advices which state that 
a rebellion against the government is well 
under way. Tho movement is thought pre- 
mature, but enthusiastic Cubans predict 
SUOCCSB, The leader of the revolutionary 

E»rty in America, Jose Marti, editor of 
a Patrie, saya undoubtedly tho revolution- 
ary movement id Cubik is worthy of consid- 
eration. The government has koj)t close 
watch on uU conimunications from the 
island, thus revealing tho gravity of the 
Btl^te of affairs. Cubans in the United 
States are anxious to help their country 
establish a lasting republic. Hen. Currillo, 
leader of the rebellion, is snid to have suo- 
ceodedln creating a general uprising in the 
province of Villaa. It is not believed that 
the difBoalty has yet extended beyond the 
central portion of the island.

Market Entirely bi the Bauds of the Pro 

IVsaionids. 

Nkw Yokic, Nov. l.'i. —Tho stock market 
to-day was entirely in the hands of the pro- 
fesaionala who advanced and depressed 
prices according as their purposes were 
served. London did little or nothing, and 
probably three thousand shares would more 
than cover the amount of the stock traded 
in on foreign acoonnt. In the early hours 
of business the market was heavy and 
lower, especially for the industrials. The 
decline, except in special cases, was con- 
sidered merely the continuation of Satur- 
day's " bear " movement. Chicago Gas was 
particularly weak, falling nearly two points 
to on u report of an issue of §-5,000,000 
neiv bonds, which wan subai quently denied. 
Whiskey dropped to 'JSg : General I'^llectrio 
was hammered down to -HI, and sugar '2 to 
95. The last named was elfected liy the 
talk about tarilV revision. When tho Indus- 
trials refused to yield any further, tho pro- 
fcaaiouals raided tho (jrangers. Tho rumors 
from Boston that tho Burlington & 
Quincy directors would certainly reduce the 
rate of dividends were used against the 
Grangers. Burlington & t^uincy declined 
to 80^ ; St. Paul to Uo J ; Kock Island to GU.H; 
and Now 'York to 102-;. Manhattan was 
also heavy for a time and fell 2^ to .l'J9. 
This selling movement was succeeded by a 
period of comparative steadiness, and a 
number of the iasues named scored fractional 
declines. Near the close another drive was 
made against American Sugar, which was 
forced down to Ol.J, the lowest point 
of the day. Tho remainder of the active 
list receded in sympathy, but at tho 
close n atcadier feeling prevailed, 'i'hcro 
were a few firm atooka, notably Reading and 
the Sufiiiuehanna & Western. New England 
was stronger on an alleged deal between the 
company and the Susquehanna & Western, 
whioh was afterwards denied by the ofli- 
eiula of the latter. Susquehanna & West- 
ern preferred moved up to 52J on the an- 
nouncement that the company had made an 
agreeiiKmt for an interchange of traflic with 
tile Lehigh Valley. Reading held remark- 
ably well and hints of i\ iirubable change of 
control were current, it w.ia slateii that 
the Vanderbilts had added to their liold- 
ingg and, as in the case of Lackawanna, will 
shape the policy of both companies in the 
future.

MAYOR l^ARRisOiN'sllURDER. 

Interest in British beeivl Clrtiles as to What 
the Authorities Will Do. 

LoNnoN, Nov. 1.3 —There is much inter- 
est in legal circles rtlleoted in law publica- 
tions concerning the probable length of the 
legal proceedings in the case of the assassin 
of Mayor Harrison at Chicago. The course 
of American justice in this particular case 
will bo watched closely, that comparisons 
maybe made with the swiftness of the Kng- 
liah law. Had such a crime been cnmiiiitted 
in this country short shrift would have been 
given the criminal. A recent examination 
of the records of tho trials for capital of- 
fenses in eight of the leading cities of the 
country shows that with few exceptions 
murderers expatiated their Crimea within 
two months of commission. In one instance 
a criminal who was caught red handed was 
held for trial by the lower court three days 
after the crime ; a week laie^ ho was tried 
in the higher court, convicted and sentenced 
to death, and two weeks later the sentence 
was executed. Four days less than a month 
elapsed between the crime and the execu- 
tion. There is praotically no defence in the 
case of Preudergast ; the trial itself should 
not toke more thati a day. Legal and po- 
lice anthorities believe the English record 
should be broken. The discussion going on 
on this point shows how widespread is the 
sensation caused by the assassination of 
Harrison. 



NAVAL REQUIEEMENTS. 

Lord George Hamilton Says Great Britain 
Mnst !>u Iiargo Thlnes. 

LoyDOK, Nov. 13. — Right Hon. Lord 
George Hamilton, first lord of the admiralty 
during the last Conservative administration, 
in speaking at Harrow on Saturday, said : 
" If Great Britain is deprived of command 
of the sea a large portion of the people will 
bo reduced to a state of permanent destitu- 
tion. Foreign nations are making great 
naval progress, and unless we make an im- 
mediate and determined effort we shall be at 
a di.a.idvantage next year. I hope tho Gov- 
eminent will Boon intimate its readiness to 
prcjiare to meet the new wants of the navy. 
If not, it will be the duty of Parliament to 
make them show their hands."

NOT SO VERY OLEAR. 

The resignation of Mr. H. J. Macdonald 
haa made an election in Winnipeg for the 
Dominion Houao of Coniniona neceaaary 
Both parties arc, therefore, preparing lor 
the fray. Each haa choaen ita oandidato. 
The Conaervativea have aclected Mr. Colin 
Campbell to be their atandard bearer, and 
the Liberala have aelected Mr. Joseph 
Martin, late Attorney-General of the I'rov 
incc, to be theirs. The contest promiacs tc 
be a lively one. The Free Preaa, under ita 
new management, has taken up the cudgela 
for ita ancient foe and hete noir generally, 
Mr, Martin. "The iaaue," it aoya, 
clear enough to bo understood of all. It ia 
a question between tho upholders of the N 
P., led by Sir John Thompson and Mr, 
Foster, and the advociktea of a thorough re 
form of tho tariff, led by Mr. Liurier." 

We would like to know what tho Free 
Preaa meana by " clear to be understood." 
Who ia it that underatanda what Mr. 
Laurier'a " thorough tariff reform " menna? 
Does the edUor of the I'^reo Preasy Doea Mr 
Laurier himself? .So far, Mr. Luurier has 
heen'conteut to deal in general statements 
and indefinite promiaea when diacuaaing the 
tariff. Id theory be ia in favor of a fiscal 
policy reaembling that ot Great Britain, but 
he haa admitted moro than once that it ia 
impoaaible to carry hia theory into pructi 
in Canada just now. \\'hat hia practice 
will bp, if he ia ever placed al the lu :ul of 
Govornmont, ho doea not aeem to know, or if 
he does know he keeps hia knowledge to 
himaelf very closely. His tariff reviaion is 
aomething ao exceedingly vague that every 
Liberal ia at liberty to interpret it in tho way 
that beat suits hia interests and hia c 
venicnce. Tho editor of tho Free Press's 
idea of it may bo, and most probably ia, 
very different indeed from that of Mr. 
Laurier or Mr. Charlton or Mr. Uavies. 
Mr. Laurier haa not tied down tbeae or any 
other of hia followera to clear and deQnite 
statements. He has allowed their imagina- 
tion free acopo. One ia at lilisrty to belie 
that Mr. Laurier'a tiiriff would differ very 
little from Mr. Gladstono'a, and another may, 
with a cle,ir conscience, declare that it will 
give the iaduatriea of the Dominion a largo 
measure of protection. Thia vagueneaa ia, 
as tho Liberal leaders no doubt very well 
know, e.\ccudiDgly convenient. Tho LiberiU 
who is inclined to free trade can bo made to 
believe that Mr. Laurier'a policy ia the very 
thing be wants ; and the Liberal whoso in 
olinationa or whoso intereata lean towarda 
protection may be given to underatand that 
the talk about frco trade ia all nonsense — a 
Liberal government must have a revenue as 
well aa a Conaorvative ono — and that Mr. 
Laurier'a policy will juat suit him to a T. 
Tho Liberal leader has — unintentionally, of 
courae — in thia matter of the tariff been all 
thinga to all men, that he may gain a good 
many ; and tho Free Press also, by putting 
tho iaauo aa it doea, and saying — tjuito in- 
nocently, no doubt—" it ia clear to be un- 
derstood " — helpa tho Hon. Mr. Luurier to 
keep the tariff quoation iu a state of con- 
venient hktziness. 

But the olootora of Winnipeg are not ao 
oredulouB and unthinking aa our oontempor 
ary evidently imagines them to be. They 
will no doubt ask Mr. Martin and the other 
Liberal leudora to toll thoiu aomething defin- 
ite about Mr. Luurier'a tariff revision. Doea 
it moan simply taking tho duty off some 
things and putting it on others ? Is it to bo 
, » mere shifting of the burden without lea- 
' fleoing Its.velgbtT Is the duty to be taken 
'bff' woolen and cotton ccooda, for inatanoe, 
and plaood upon tea and angar ? Is the duty

scon, it could not go on doing thia forever, 
that it was obliged to repeal the' Sherman 
Act and atop adding to its store of silver. 



A CONTRAST. 



The United Statea Government appears 
determined to make reparation in some way 
to the (jueen of tho Hawaiian Islands for 
tho injury that waa done her by the United 
Statea through the iuatrumentality of Cou- 
sul Stevena and Captain Wiltz. Secretary 
Greaham'a letter ia a confeaaion of wrong- 
doing on thejiart of thoae aervants of the 
Republic, and re8titution,!n aomo ahafe and 
to aomo extent, will no doubt follow confes- 
sion. Exactly what courae tho President 
propoaea to pursue ia not yet known, luit 
that he haa formed some definite plan, and 
and that he will carry it out, those who 
know what manner of man be ia can have 
no doubt. 

Couaul Stevens and those who aided and 
abetted him in his endeavors to dethrone 
tjueen Liliuokalaui declare that tho Preai- 
dent haa been misinformed. Put thia is 
not true. Tho Preaident took tho proper 
nieana to find out the exact truth about the 
riae and progress of the Hawaiian revolu- 
tion. He sent a Commiaaioner to 
tho Islands — a man of good ability 
and high character — who inquired on 
the spot iuto all tho circumstances. 
The conclusion that he came to was tho one 
at which all impartial and unprejudiced 
men arrived who road the accounts of the 
events immediately after they had taken 
place. This was that the revolution waa to 
a very groat extent brought about by the 
intrigues of tho Americm conaul, and that 
the Pruviaiuuul Guvuiuuieut, but for him 
and the force which he bad at his command 
and which he placed in the capital at a criti- 
cal moment, would never .have been able to 
seize the Government, or to retain it after 
they had it in poaaeasion. CommiBaioner 
Blount also found out that tlio people of tho 
Iclaada were not in favor of tho revolution, 
and had not in any way clothed tho revo- 
lutionists with authority.. Another dis 
covery made by Mr. Blount wm that the 
native inhabitanta of the Islands were not 
in favor of annexation, and that they were 
well content to remain aa they were before 
their (^ueen waa dethroned. Tho logical 
and moral coriaciiuenco of the inquiry is 
that it ia tho duty of the Uuited States 
Government to place thinga in Hawaii 
exactly aa they were before the Queen waa 
depoacd. But thia ia much more eaaily aaid 
than .done. 



It ia pleaaant to observe that our neighbors 
acroaa the line are beginning to eeo that 
Canada is, in aomo respects, a far hotter 
country to live in than tho United Statea. 
In all parts of tho Dominion law is re- 
spected. Tho great majority of Canadians, 
cast and west, uorth uud south, iu tho old 
provinces and in the newly aettled diatricts, 
are law-abiding. Tlioy hate lawless ways, 
no matter what tho pretext for reeorting to 
them may Ije. Canada's governmenta, too, 
aro never alacic in enforcing the law, and ita 
courts of juatico aro pure, i\nd in tho trial 
and puuiahmcnt of offendcra, prompt and 
courageous. Theae great advantages 
aro seen and appreciated by aome 
of our neighbors. Having Canada 
for its theme the Chicago Interior makes 
tho following observations : 

Wo are not ao anxious to annex (Canada 
as we aro to see boiiio of her good ideaa 
tranaplunte<l to tliis aide of tho border. 
Throughout tho whole extent of her vast 
westnrn dominiona you will not find an out- 
law or hear of a case of lynching. It is 
not because she hua to deal with a class of 
frontiersmen ao difl'eient from those ot our 
ow;.T Western States, but bcoauau she has 
lawa uud exeuutea them. You can go no- 
where, not oven in the faatnesaes of tlie 
HocUies or tho isolation of the SelUiiUs, 
without finding the aciirlet uniform of iiei 
mounted police. Vou feel everywhere the 
presence of protecting law. \ ou are made 
to realizo that you aro in a hind uf order, 
iind that your person and property aro under 
tho care of the comnum wealth. In too 
many of our own commnniiiea we are fnat 
relapaing into that ba-bariam in which pri- 
vate revenge brcomea tho miserable substi- 
tute for public justice. In so far as we do 
thia wo aro centuries behind our age. 

Tho contrast between the two countries 
ia in thia matter very striking. It ia not a 
little singidar that tho very men who create 
diaordor when they are iu the- Uuited 
Statea have a wholeaome reapect for law 
when they emigrate to Canada.

There are a good many who want to know 
what the United Statea (iovernment haa 
done with all the silver it haa been buying 
for the paat three years or so, and how much 
there is of it left. Comparatively little of 
that silver was coined. By far the greater 
part of it is stored up in the Government's 
vaults. That Government had on hand 
on tho lat of the present mouth 
PiO.lOG,-")? lino ounces of silver, cost- 
ing $lL'.'),SSS,i)L"J. This silver if coined 
would make 180,320,008 standard dol- 
lara, so that if the Government under- 
took to coin all its atore of ailver it would 
make by tho operation a very snug profit of 
§") 1,131,080. As each dollar would not con- 
tuin a.dollar's worth of ailver, the nation, 
if all this ailver waa foiated on it, would be 
cheated out of very nearly fifty-four mil- 
lions and a half of dollars. But the Gov. 
ernment doea not intend to coin thia five 
thouaand tona of silver or thereabouts. It 
ia, in fact, a white elephant on ita hands, 
which it doea not know very well what to do 
with, ft is, aa regards tliis ailver, in a very 
unplojaant stnae, embarraaaed by its rich 
It would be very convenient for t 
Government, juat now that a deficit 
ia ataring it in the face, to have 
at its dispoaal the half of ono hundred and 
eighty milliona, in a shape that could eii.sily 
be made uTailablo either at homo or abroad, 
liut tho atored silver ia not that kind of 
wealth. Inoaloulablo miaehicf would 
dona if tho United Statea ahould open tho 
aluicea of ita treaaury and let thia dammod- 
up ailver flow all over ita own aad overy 
other country. It will have to be very ci 
ful, indeed, how it leta ita silver out. If it 
doea not want to dornoralizo tho ailver mar- 
ket, and ita own currency, it will have to 
dole it out by driblets in a period oxtonding 
over many years. 

The Cnited States has kept up the val 
of its silver by artificial mean8...Against some 
of the silver it bought it issued Treasury 
notes, rodeomablo in either silver or gold ; 
hut it was bound by the statute to keep up 
a parity between tho two metals. The con 
sequence has been that nearly all the silver 
notes presented for redemption were re 
deemed in gold. While the law was in op 
oration, silver notea to the amount of $54, 
620,192 wore redeemed. Of theae 852,39.5, 
840 wore redeemed in gold and ?2, 224, 102 
in silver. This shows how silver was 
buoyed up by tho Government long after it 
had gone down in tho open market to a very 
low price. The GovernmeBt without having 
found out the ssaret of transmuting metals, 
was Oompelled, in a way, to turn silver into 
gold ; and it was because, as may easily be

Tho 
intenticu ta to provide, by mcana of a 
inorino railway upon which a vesaul can bo 
Saated on a cradle and then hauled up high 
and dry, facilities ior docking and repairing 
at half the coBt of an ordinary dry docking. 
A thoror.ghly practical man, Mr. V. 
BuUen, who ia of courao wtll known to Vic- 
torians, ia the managing dirootcr, while the 
designer aud oupennteudent ef tho track 
building is Mr. J. L. Crandttll of H. I. 
Crandall &: Sod, Boaton, a firm that haa do- 
signed and built thirty-seven marine rail- 
wivya all the way from Canada to Uruguay. 

Tho leading features of tho railway were 
kindly explained by Mr. BuUon and Mr. 
Crandall. A traok 700 feet long runs down 
into the water on a gradual slope. At the 
end of this track, which-oouBiBts of six ruila 
on which arc anli friotion rollers, is a cradle 
•iOOfoet long and 5;") feet wide, fitted with 
patent dropping keel blooks and bilge 
blocks. These are operated above the wati r 
by email winches on the aide frame of tho 
cradle, which carries a platform for operat- 
ing. There is also an auxiliary pieoo to the 
cradle, the raihvuy easily handling vessels 
.■jtX'l feet long with a draft of 19 feet. A 
vessel after being placed on the cradle 

11 secured to the aide frame, thus 
diapcnsing with the necessity of docks 
alongside. Everything being ready, the 
cradle with the vuaeel upon it ia drawn up 
the track by double cndleaa oli-iina '2h inches 
in diameter, made by Henry Woods & Co., 
of Liverpool. The chaine are operated 
throuijh a lino of heavy gearing by a pair of 

12 r M horizonal oupled engines. This 
gearing, wliich reata on a eolid stono found- 
ation, will be arranged for three different 
Dowera of speeds for variable loads ; 
that IS to say, a small vessel can be drawn 
up more (juickly, while less power ia used 
than for heavier craft. Twenty minuLea 
will bo tho time rccjuired for hauling up a 
2,000 ton vessel. The engines are to bo fed 
by tubular boilers, 6 feet Ijy 10 feet, and tho 
machinery ie designed to work a second 
cradle should it ba found desirable to add it, 
room being left for one. 

The approach to the railway for vessels in 
very good indeed. Thoogh there is, of 
course, conaiderable work to bo done, in- 
cluding some .'!,50(i yards of excavation and 
a reef of rocks to drodgo out, still it ia ex- 
pected that the railway will be in operation 
by February next. Shops for the repairing 
of machinery and wood work are to bo built 
in connection, the whole outlay beiog in the 
neighborhood of 500,000. Tho Victoria 
Iron Works are turning out the gearirg and 
iion work, of which fully i50,0UO lbs. will 
be required. One hit; piece of gearing 
weighs no leas than 10,000 lbs., the largest 
casting ever turned out in tho Province, 
and it ia suiffactoiy to know lliat .Mr. Cran- 
dall Bays he never saw finer work done any- 
where. Sprutt it (iray have tho contract 
for the engines, while the 400,000 feet of 
lumber required will come from Sayward'a 
mill. The railway, it may be added, ia so 
easily worked that two men will be able to 
dock a ship. The inoreaae in the ahipping 
visiting this port has made the need of ad- 
ditional facliitiea for docking apparent, and 
the marine railway will undoubtedly be a 
groat convenience to vessels as well as a wel- 
come addition to Victoria's industries. 

Some twenty men are now employed by 
Mr. R. W. Smith, contractor for the cartli- 
work, and a number more will be added as 
opportunity to work ttiem ia afforded.

Tho well is 
171 feet deep and flows 11 1,000 gallons in 
tweuty-faar hours, the stream rising soven- 
teen feet above high water tine in tho bay. 
There is far more than enough to supply the 
power house. There la every reason to be- 
lieve that thia well and the various others 
which have been drilled in the part of tho 
city fronting on tho harbor are fed by nn 
underground stream flowing from Lake 
Waahingion through a stratum of gravel 
and Band. 

Winnipeg Free Press ; Dominion Iiiinii- 
gralioii At;cnt .Swanson, who during the 
paat wiiit<;r haa brought up three parties of 
Swediah uettlers from the New Knglmid 
States, has juat returned from his last trip 
to the Edmonton District, where ho waa ac- 
companied hy lifteen deliijateB, thirteen 
Swedes and two .VnuuicanH, and a amall 
party of settlers.

Chirlottatown ( P. E. I) Guardian : Sena- 
tor Pascal 'Poirier, of Shediac, the legal ad- 
viser of tho company which proposea to 
navigate the Straits of Northumberland, be- 
tween Weat Point and Richibucto, aumnior 
and winter, otatcs that the project is at pre- 
sent in abeyance pending the action of the 
D iminion (Jnvernment lespectiug the tun- 
nel. While tho survey is being held the 
company does not wish to pr< judicu the tun- 
nel scheme hy carrying out ttieira. Should 
tho former, hov/ever, bo act aside, as Sena- 
tor Poirier heliove.s it will, tho company will 
then bo ready to givo ua the next b-jst thing, 
vi/,, a ferry ateamer capable of transporting 
six cars of freight and also p.isaeugers 
across the strait every day in tlio year. 
Branch lailroada would bo rccjuirod to con- 
nect with tho main lines Irom the two 
points. The surveys made lusr summer 
were thoroughly satisfactory. More than 
that, Senator Poirier says observotions have 
been made at tho two capes daily during the 
last three winters, and every day the pro- 
posed route was sullijiently clear of ice to 
permit the passage of a good steamer. The 
hydrography of the strait ahows that the 
heavy fee from Belleiale does not paaa south 
round the North Point of the ialsnd, and 
that it cornea the other way, that is, tho 
eastern end of the iaiand. From West 
Point across there la nothing but local ice to 
contend with, and this ia easily navigable by 
suitable steamers.

The Municipal Gounoil of theUotfiorationof 
the City of Yictocia esaota aa fol- 

loivs : 

Sec. 1. Lota 18, II) nrd 20 in Block (!8 and In 
V.\rt ot Block 73, Sprli.g RMge, sltuato on 
(Jitcena Avonuo and Chamber street, or audi 
other place or placea aa ahull bo deaiRnateU by 
tho Council from time to time, aro hereby 
ciltabllshed a City Pound, and shall bo niaiE- 
taiuodosauoh by tho Corporation of the City 
at Victoria. 

Soo. 2. Tho Council may, from time to tinio 
appoint a Pound-keeper at such salary or re- 
muneration as It may dooldo and appropriate 
out of tho annual rovenue. 

Sec. 3. Tho Pound-keeper may employ such 
assistant or assistants as tho CouDcil may, by 
rcaoluMon, authorize him sj to do; provided 
that tho Council has named tho remuneration 
and appropriated out of the nerenne the 
amount such assistant is to receive, and that a 
warrant authorizing tho payment haa first boon 
laaued.

THE ALBBRNI MINES. 

Bongh Experience of the Contractor's Party— 
Tunnelling Now In Progress. 

The Minister of Mines, Hon. Col. Biker, 
haa returned from Alberni. lie says that 
when the Maudo arrived there witn Con- 
tractor McCiillivrny and his men and sup- 
plies tho weather was very bad, the rain 
coming down in torrents. There weru no 
trained pack horses, aud no men wlio under- 
stood packing, and tho trail to the mluea, 
about twenty-ono miles off, waa in poor con- 
dition, ao that tho work of transportation 
waa more ilillicult than might have been ex- 
pected. U look two days to get tho outfit 
up, and many of the horses becamo mired ao 
that the packs had to be carried on the 
men's b icks. Arrived at tho mines all ex- 
pressed themselves as highly aatiafied with 
tho outlook, and it appeared that there 
would bo no trouble in tiinuelling. Mr. Mo- 
(iillivray, who ia an experienced ndner, 
formed a very high opinion of tho ore from 
what he saw in the vein in the tunnel. The 
work Is now going on briskly and no further 
difficulty ia ezpeotod. Mr. Saunders has 
entered into a contract for aendiog further 
atorea up to the mlnea. When. Col. Baker 
waa returning hia horae played out, and he 
had to walk eighteen roilea, leading tho 
animal. Aa there ia two and a half feet of 
anow on the trail in the neighborhood of tho 
mine, the experience waa not a pleasant one.

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IN MEMOKIAM. 

As the last of the throe public oliioers, 
whose Borvicca dato from I80I— tlw iiUo 
•Governor Sir James Douglas, the late Col- 
onial Engineer and Surveyor, Mr. Joseph 
Despard Pcmborton (afterwards, in 1859, 
Surveyor-General)— it may interest some of 
your readers and be inatruolivo to the 
younger members of the community to 
recall aoiuo of the earlier incidents of tho 
latler'.-i career. Ho was born ncur Dublin 
in 1S'21, and eduouted nt Trinity College, 
IJubliii; was u pupil of !Mr. Hemana, M. I. 
C. K., .M.R., J. A.; was Aaaiatant Saginecr 
of thi! Oroat S, & VV. Railway; was Assist- 
ant Engineer to Sir John JMoNoil, L.L D.,!*". 
R S. , M. I.e. E.,M. R.I. A. ; was Engineer of the 
Exeter & Crediton Railway and was Engin- 
• eer of part of the East Lancashire Railway. 
He put in a design for the Crystal Palace, 
' for which he was mvnrded a bronze medal. 
Ho was Professor of I'lngiuooring ond Math- 
-ematioa in tho Koyul Agricultural College, 
Cirencester, which ho hold for two years, 
•only resigning to join tho aervice of the 
Hudson's Hiiy Company hero. 

Ho left England, early in 1851 and came 
■via Paniinia, at tliat time a voyage involving 
much f.itiguo and ilanger. Tliu railway wiia 
not then built, and pusjaeiigors liad to travel 
in open boata up the Clmgrcs river, exposed 
to malaria by night and to tlio fieroo raya of 
the trophical sun by daj' ; tho rosuU 
in hia case was au attack of fever. 
On hia arrival here quarterB were 
assigned to him in tho old fort, and ho 
lost no time in getting to work. I joined 
him ua a pupil in November 1851, having 
camo out round Cape. Horn. During tlie 
voyage I act|uired from the nuita (the late 
Mr. Ellu) much valuable Uuou-leilge of tiie 
parts of a ship from the truck to keel, and 
alao used to take aighta fur ratin,^ llie 
chronometers, take the latitude, etc., all of 
which has stood mo in good stead since. 

Mr. Pemberton determined to explore the 
country, then absolutely unknown. ile 
made a suniowhat hazardoua trip tot'owichan 
Lake in IS.VJ, being tlie tirat wliite n.;in 
there, an.l lie 111. uio a us-:etul reciiniiaiaLUice 
of tlie river, lakiiig the lalituilu and longi- 
tude of Various ijlaced. In 18."i.'i we went to 
examine the coal irported to cxi.'it at. 
Saaniob, travelling thilticr iu a canoo wiili 
five Frenoh-Canu'IiiXii voyagercura ub croiv. 
On arrival lit tho .Saikum village, we ob- 
tained tliu iisriiatanco of the chief, wlio 
showed ua the hktrk ■ilom:, but it proveel 10 
be only ligjiite. Whilst v.'o were having 
lunch tiic L'eu-iil-ahut Indiuis, under tlieir 
old chief, Mook-mook-tun, having sighted 
ue, and being alwiiya in those dayj on the 
look out for enemies, l)'.'^au to got excited 
and to yell nnd lire guna, whereupon our 
men, nioio e.\iierienced than wo were w ith 
Indiana, advised ua to get away (juietly, 
fearing mischief. This we endeavored to 
do, hut tiie Indians mustered in force and 
gave chase, tiring and shouting at ua fur 
milea. We had, however, seven paddlers, 
five of whom were very perfect, ond wo 
gave them " leg-bail," arriving in safety ut 
Cordova Bay, where we encamped for the 
night. Ibis old Saanioh Chief was for 
years aftei wards one of our most faithful 
friends and servants. 

In ISo.'i, until lH')i), Mr. Pemberton waa 
engaged, with hia aaaiatant, upon tho work 
of a Trigonometrical survey of tho Island 
from Sooke to Nunaimo; the plan, the re- 
sult of thia work, was published iu 185.") by 
John Arrowsmith, of London. The base 
line was at CoUvood Plain, with bases of ver- 
IDcation ut Liko Hill and at Nanaimo. 
Tliia work waa ono of great diiliculty and 
labor, and not unattended with danger. 
The btation-s were often tree-tops, from 
wliich the aiiylea had to be taken, Bometimea 
witii a atxtaul: only, Tho dillicultiea of 
transport and the natural obstacles of bush, 
timber and rocks, all combined to make 
this a very tornddable undertaking, iiut 
undaunted energy, and a single eye to duty, 
enabled him to bring it to a successful issue. 
In 1S57 the aamo Const line was surveyed by 
Captain (now Admiral SirG. N.) Richards, 
and a comparison of hia work witii that of 
Mr. Pemberton showed very close ugreo- 
ment| the difiference iu 100 miles being some- 
where about 50 feet, which, considering the 
Stations and the means at his disposal, must 
be pronounced a very meritorious work. 

In 1S5'2 Mr. Pemberton went with Mr. J. 
W. McK.iy (Indian department) and rnyaolf 
to examine the coal measures of Kanaimo, 
of which scotiona were iiiade and a report of 
same^i ami of tlio surrounding country sent 
to Lonrion, the result of whicli waa the 
despatch next year of a number of miners 
with macliinory, etc., to open and work tho 
mioea, w ith Mr. McKay as general iimuag'^r. 
}<lr. Pemberton aluo deaigned tho Race Rooka 
and Fisgard lighthouses, tho construction of 
which, and the fitting up of tho Dioptric 
lighting aparatus, devolved upon mo upon 
Mr. Pemberton'a resignation in 1804, chiefly 
owing to disagreement with the policy of tho 
then Governor, Mr. A. E. Kennedy. Thia 
is uot to he wondered at when it is remem- 
bered that that gentleman on his arrival 
formulated the diotum " that ho would 
rather be decidedly wrong than undecidedly 
ri|;ht"— thna subordinatiDg the reasoning 
faculty to mere obalinaoy. Many in thofo 
doya thou:j!it ho certainly exoollod in carry- 
ing out the former part of liis aaying. 

Mr. Peir.berton also funned ono of a com- 
niiesion appoiiilerl to consider tho t|Ueation 
of the improvement of Victoria harbor, and 
when the Ilcjuse voted money for dredging 
the bpit, he S'ciit to l''nf;Iand and purcha'^ed 
tl e maeliiiH ry for dreiiger and tug. Thesi; 
were hotli built after liis resignation and 
hiivn for tliirty ycara piiat done a large 
amount of gooil work and are both, more or 
lesn, atauucl: to thia day, no tiir as I know, 

Mr. Pemberton waa panaionatidy foiul of 
horses, and had tlio family gift, being a 
bold anil judicious horseman. One of hia 
great cl;_liglita in tho old liaya was to ride 
and train horsea which appeared incapable 
of being broken, and ho took great pleasure in 
training young horseii to fence. In riding a 
hurdle race (in 1858 I think) Ins horse fell 
at |k fence and the field rode over him, and I 
well remember the nasty feeling of anxiety 
I had at the time for his safety ; but there 
were no help for it — no time to pull up. 

Daring ail tho years I iinve known him, 1 
never reoolleot hia being depressed or 
"blue." He was always cheery and bright 
and sanguine. Hia mind was an exceeding- 
ly pure one. He was affectionate without 
ostentation, and of a most amiable nature. 
'I'o me he waa a faithful mentor, and during 
forty-two ycara our friendship waa never 
atrained ordiatuibed by a word or thouuht 
of dillerence ; respect for ouraelvoa and 
mutual respcfjt for each other, perhaps, 
gives the explanation of this.

No wom- 
an conld have died in tliis generation 
who.-^e h)<^ would litivo been iiiori! sorely 
felt. Tbrre ivas iioiio who gJlvo her.'^eU' 
more tiiirescrve'ill y, .sticredly ;tiid luode.sl- 
ly to tho work she cho.so in her youth. 
The first etiiuil riglit.s tipeoch I ever heard 
was made by Lucy Stone, and it waa an 
inspiraiiim io me. I was converted then 
ami tlu ro, and I have never wavered 
from tliat ilay In this. Tho wonitui 
movement is its imicli a ptirt of the liis- 
tory of our country aa tho unti.sUivery 
movement, and i:^ both of these Lucy 
Stone bore noble part. Tho story of the 
strug.i,'lo of tiio woiueu of America for 
their legtil, civil and .social riglit.s will 
form ono of the grandest chapters in tlio 
record of Imman iirogross. It almost 
bring.s tcar.s to tho eyes now to recall 
how Lucy StuiK', a slender, gentle girl, 
only strontc in Iter righteousness, was 
uiobbcd, hissed and liowled at -10 years 
ago, ami her life even enil.iiigered, for 
the UUTO speaking out of ringing words 
for freedom. I remember rending once 
how some roughs removed a pane of 
glass from the window behind tho plat- 
form where she stood to sjieak and 
turned a stream of ic(> water down Iter 
btick in tho dead of winter. Lucy Stone 
simply drew ber shawl around her and 
went on speaking. It makes ono feel 
deathly tislitimed I'eT one's countrymen to 
recall thtit such things liavebceii. Alice 
Stone niackwell .ami lier father should 
write a full history of this liehive .1, la- 
mented ladj% putting ia all thi; incidents 
of her life that they can lind. Every 
scrap of Lucy Stone's life history will be 
a precious legacy to tho women thiatnow 
are ;uid to the women who conio after 
her. If slio liad never accomplished any- 
thing else, the recital of bow heroically 
sho worked to educate herself and how 
against such odds iia no woman need 
brtivo now, tlianks to her and llioseliko 
lier, slii> ;it last .succeeded— t liis of itself 
would bo an inspiration to ambitions 
girls. A little too soon she went out of 
life, even though sho entered into sweot 
rest, for slie diil not livi^ to cast her full 
vote as a citi;'.eii. Yet v/ho slitill say .she 
will not know of and sliaro in lire tri- 
umph when it does come?

Ho saw from the list that nearly all Iho 
long sentenoea woro for vagrancy, and ho 
thought something should bo dono iu tho 
matter.

There is no question 
about it that it wants looking into. 

Ald Bragr and Aid. Baker spoke to the 
elToot that if the charge was in excess of tho 
agreement with the Government it ought to 
be investigated.

THE "DANUBE" RETURNS 

With a Heavy and Valuablo Caruo, Several 
Passengers and Plenty of News. 

Tho stoainahip Danube returned from ono 
of her regular tripa to Northern British Co- 
lumbia porta laat evening, being loaded 
down with freight anel pasaengere. Aa 
cargo ahe bronglit .S.Iil-l caaes of aalmou 
from Rivera' Inlet ; 105 casus and twenty- 
two drums of oil from Refuge 
Bay Oil works ; 221 barrels of 
Baited salmon from tho Skecna 
river and a very valuable consignment of 
furs, several bundles in which are from the 
interior of British Columbia, having been 
brought down from the Forks of the Hkeenu 
to Port Bssington on the last trip of the 
Hudson Bay Company's steamer Caledonian. 
Tho furs, which are for R. P. Rithet & Co., 
Ltd , and the Hudson's Bay Co., are said to 
include some very rare specimens. There 
were also several fine, larice yellow cedar 
timbera brought down on the Danube as a 
sample shipment from Smith's Inlet to a 
lirm in Vancouver, who propose using it aa 
a teat in manufacturing lumber, and also a 
few yellow cedar boanU which are to be 
forwarded to ICngland. 

Among the passengers were Captain Mc- 
.M illaii and Engineer (; ravea of tlie steamer 
Caledonian, now laid up for the winter. 
Manager and part proprietor John Rood 
and Mr. William Ij^igh camo down from 
Lowe Inlet, and Messrs. Biaell, Witseus, 
llerimui and Lecann, were picked up at 
other porta. Mr. Rogera is an adventurous 
miner, who recently crossed from tho head 
(jf the Frneer into the Omineca country, 
where he traded hia faithful horae for a half 
interest in a promising claim, from which, 
with hia partner, ho succeeded in tak- 
ing out $600 in the next five 
weeks. Mr. King is another pioneer 
miner who has been in the north country 
over six years, the latter part of which time 
he has been employed as storekeeper on tho 
Upper Skeena. Both report that the 
placers of the north have been satisfdctorily 
productive this year, a statement practically 
corroborated by the fact that 520,000 in gold 
duat was included in the Uanuhe'a cargo, 
Mr. King is now on hia way to Glasgow. 

Tlie Danube briuga word that the grippe 
ia again making its preaenco diBagreeably 
felt in the North, tho whites and Indiana on 
the Naas sutferiog moat. The steamer 
Maude, with her party of sportsmen, was 
pafsed at Salmon river, from which point 
bho was making her way to Campbell river ; 
twelve brace of ducks were passed aboard 
the Danubo as evidence that the guns have 
not been idle. 

An unwilling passenger by the Danube is 
a Cliinaman from the upper Skeena, who is 
charged with the theft of .<IUO, and who 
Ima been brought down for trial.

It ia not 
propotcd that Lord Roaebery sh' uld 
aasumo the position of arbitrator, 
umpire, or that he himself vote in the pro- 
ceedings, but that he confine his action to 
nirering his good offices in order to assist 
the parties in arriving between themselves 
Rt a BOttlenient."
